Mentenegrins Put Up Elaborate Spread 
as Natura! Part of the Wed- 
ding Ceremony. 

The feasts prepared by Monteneg- 
rins. when weddings are celebrated, 
overshadow the most elaborate affairs 
along that line in America, says Ed- 
na Worthley Underwood, in a transla- 
tion of a story, “Furor Ilyricus,” by 
A. von Vestendorf. ‘Iwo serving maids 
and the head of the house enter with 
huge, four-cornered bottles. One little 
drink and a dried fig open the meal. 
This is a custom to banish the taste 
of: cigarets, which are always in evi- 
dence. The heavy, thick, tnk-black 
wine of Lissa is then poured, and the 
diners choose their favorite morsels 
from plates, after which sugared eggs 
are passed around. This is just the 
beginning of the banquet, which Is 
followed by minestra, baked macaroni, 
with hashee made from the entrails 
of young lambs, fow! roasted in sugar, 
small barboni baked in oil, baked ink 
fish with citron, pullets cooked with 
fresh vegetables, and beef served on 
huge platters. ‘Wine flows in abund- 
ance, and boisterous laughter and loud 
talking prevail. The banquet is closed 
with a special dish, after champagne 
has been served. A roast lamb 18 
brought in on a wooden platter, and 
put near the lower end of the large 
table. With a lordly gesture the mas- 
ter of ceremonies steps forward, and 
with a large knife, ground as thin as 
a hair, chops the lamb into four 
pieces with two strokes. The women 
continue to eat cakes and fruit, but 
the men spend the remainder of the 

time drinking.

Strip of Land in India Over Which 
the Ruler of the Empire Has — 
Ne Jurisdiction. 


The Rancher’s Plans 


For 1920 


At school we are taught that the 
king of England is ruler over the 
whole empire of India. There ts, how- 
ever, a strip of.jand situated in As- 
sam, about twenty miles from South 
Sylhet, over which Great Britain has 
no dominion. This is Tipperracherra. 
It is ruled by the natives themselves, 
and whenever any of them in the sur- 
rounding districts get into trouble 
with their sahibs or memsahibs, they 
make straight for this tract until the 
trouble blows over. 

More enlightened than their fellow 
plainsmen, the Hill Tipperras are 
cleaner and have a better idea of com- 
fort. They build their huts in the 
bustis (native villages) on piles, to 
protect them from damp. 

Rather short and sturdily built, ; 
they think nothing of walking forty 
miles to the nearest bazaar and back 
to do their marketing, carrying fish 
strung on a stick over their shoulder, 
and their other purchases in a basket 
on the head. 

They dress in a short drapery, leav- 
ing the legs and arms bare, and many 
dispense with the turban. They are 
lighter in color than the ordinary na- 
tive, and the men wear their black, 
sleek hair hanging to the shouldérs 
with colored quills stuck over one 
ear, somewhat after the manner of 
the Redskin. 

White people are a source of inter-

“Iam inclined to believe there 
are 10,000 real estate brokers in 
California,” said Commissioner R. 
L.. Riley, -the head of the newly 
created real estate commission, as 
he discussed the new department. 
Mr. Riley has. just returned from 
Sacramento where he has been at 
work organizing the office, and get- 
ting ready for the rush of applica- 
tions that will come with the first 
of the year. For while some §ili- 
censes were issued for the last quar- 
ter of 1919, the number was prob- 
ably insignificant compared to the 
applications that will be filed after 
the first of the year. 

“Tt also appears that a large per- 
centage of the applications are from 
new men in the business, for of 
those on file, as I checked oe

Dear, Nephew Lem: 





You say you have been solicited by representatives-of a 
"Torrens title company" to register your land under the Torrens system; 
and you ask me whether the statement of the solicitors is true that 
the Torrens system is state title insurance. 


The Torrens system is decidedly not state title insurance. 
The state assumes no liability whatever for the correctness or incor- 
rectness of either the original registration decree, or of any of 
the subsequent "certificates" issued.by the Registrar. 


I have been told that these house to house canvassers some- 
times claim that all of the r@pources of the great State of California 
are back of the Torrens decrees and certificates. The statement is 
wholly untrue. What is true is that the State Treasurer is merely the’ 
custodian of a fund composed of small contributions made on account 
of each tract of land registered. But the fund cannot be made use of 
except as a last resort, and then only at the end of a law-suit. 


I recently read a Minnesota case where judgment was ob- 
tained against the Treasurer for $4,000, and there was only $3,000 in 
the fund. And it had taken years to accumulate the $3,000. The 
injured parties had to take a warrant for the balance due them. You 
can imagine their opinion of the Torrens system. How much protection 
do you think remained for anyone else who might have lost by the 
operation of the system? 


You paid $5,000 for that last piece of land you bought. 
I believe you told me it was assessed for $1,500. Should this land be 
registered the payment to the assurance fund would be only $1.50. 
And that would be-the last and only payment that land would ever put 
into the fund. There is not enough money in the assurance (?) fund 
now to pay for one ordinary small ranch in your district. 


. Another point which will be of special interest to you is, 
the pipe line or ditch from the pumping plant or main ditch, and the 
right of way for it, to your particular piece of land cannot. be 
registered. Nor can the interest which you own in the neighborhood 
pumping plant. (Sec. 5 of the Act.) Supposing you could find anybody 
to buy your land after it was registered, the conveyance. would have 
to be made under two sets of laws and rules. 


You are a business-farmer, Lem, and you will realize that 
if what I say is true--and you can bank on it--the Torrens system is 
certainly not state title insurance. You will also realize that 
anyone who "falls" for such "lightning rod" talk is signing up for a 
lot of potential trouble.
